MUST CO-OPERATE

One hundred years ago Horace 
Mann was starting his great fight 
for the establishment of free, state 
supervised, tax-supported 


One writer has declared that “The 
establishment of the public school 
was the greatest event in all the 
history of the human race.” This 
is a strong statement, but when one 
considers all the things that the 
public school now does for the child 
the statement seems at least par- 
tially justified. ‘“The whole child 
now goes to school.” <A century ago 
the schools were held responsible 
for the three R’s and the home for 
the rest of the child’s education. 
With the coming of the industriai 
revolution of the nineteenth century, 
the growth of cities and apartment 
life, the home as an educational in- 
stitution functioned less and less. 
And as the home failed, society de- 
manded that its shortcomings be 
made up by the public school. This 
was done until now this great insti- 
tution is teaching not only arithmetic, 
reading and writing better than ever 
before, but all the household arts, 
including cooking, sewing, mending, 
care of sick and babies, millinery, 
decorating, etc.; the industrial arts 
connected with trades, industries and 
agriculture in all their various 
phases; the fine arts of music, dram- 
atics, and painting with their num- 
erous applications; all of the 
sciences which are ever-increasing in 
number. When the great war show- 
ed up the shortcoinings of the homes 
in giving the boys a sound body, 
oversight of the health and normal 
physical growth of the child was 
placed into the keeping of the pub- 
lic schools, and the latest demand is, 
that the school be held responsible 
for the moral welfare of the children. 

Society expects the school to do 
all this, but sometimes society fails 
to grasp the size of the problem 
they are asking the school to solve. 
They complain that education costs 
too much in taxes and time. They 
forget that every year they have 
added new burdens to the already 
heavy load and that with each new 
function they ask the school to as- 
sume must come new trained work- 
ers and that this training and _ ser- 
vice costs money. 

They also forget or have never 
known that every new function that 
the school has undertaken has been 
forced on the school by society and 
not put there because of some zeal- 
ous superintendent or principal. 

The only relief is for the home to 
perform more of its duties. The 
modern home is not only in danger 
of being neglected, but in many cases 
has already reached that stage. We 
may talk about great national prob- 
lems all we like, and some of them 
are momentous’ indeed. But the 
home should be the unit of our so- 
ciety and the fountain héad of our 
best thoughts, after all, and it is 
as true today as it ever was, that 
proper home environment is an es- 
sential in the building of good cit- 
izenship. 

“Worthy home membership must 
ever be one of the chief objectives 
of education. The home is the very 
citadel of power, as the public school 
is the great nursery for citizenship.” 
But the citadel is not without dan- 
gers, even now it is being attacked 
by insidious foes. Upon the preser- 
vation of ‘the home depends the vi- 
tality of the republic. The home is 
indeed the “chief prop of the state.” 

There are homes which closely re- 
semble in function, round houses and 
coaling stations. They chiefly serve 
as places of shelter from the ele- 
ments and for cleansing, repairing 
and refueling human machines. What 
a tragedy. In sueh a home is there 
any incentive for the boy or girl
